Spurious Stock 

Feed On Market 

In administering the Feeding Stuffs 
Act the Seed Commisioner at Ottawa 
has made the discovery that many 
commercial stock feeds are adulterat¬ 
ed with worthless substances which 
give only bulk and weight. A product 
sold as barley meal at $4 a bag, was 
found by microscopical examination to 
contain no bar.jpy whatever. The 
material consisted of a mixture of 
of ground corn, sorghum, bean meal 
and ground oat hulls.’ This mixture 
had the merit of containing some nu¬ 
tritive value. Another mixture sold 
as ground oil cake, however, was 
much less valuable inasmuch as it 
consisted to a large extent of ground 
coaconut shells, which is a very indi¬ 
gestible product, together with a little 
linseed meal and barley flour. These 
discoveries unfortunately shatter con¬ 
fidence in feed muxtures in general, 
many of which are sound and good. 
They go to prove, however, the nec¬ 
essity for a careful enforcement of the 
Feeding Stuffs Act. Arrangements 
hav e been made by the Seed Commis¬ 
sioner for the examination of samples 
of feeds purchased by farmers where

ttween the rootlets. If the plants are 
set too deep or too shallow they will 
die out. It is therefore of the utmost 
importance that they be set at the 
proper depth. All roots should be 
be.'ow, and the crown of the plant 
just level with the ground. 

Remove all blossoms and runners 
on Standard varieties the first year. 

Remove the first blooms on ever 
bearing varieties, and all but two 
runners, which shou.'d be laid length 
wise in the row. 

Immediately after setting com 
mence cultivation not more than 2 or 
3 inches deep and as close to the 
plants as possible. Keep the surface 
loose and free from weeds and grass 
Mulch the plants with straw or stable 


cropper. Berries medium size, 
smooth, dark red, and they are ex 
cellent for canning. 

Senator Dunlop (per) is a deserved 
ly popular variety of vigorous growth 
producing a large quantity of big 
j dark red, glossy berries, studded 
with bright^ yellow seeds which add 
greatly to its appearance. The fruit 
is of fine form and excellent flavvor 

Progressive everbearing (per) is a 
strong, vigorous grower and a good 
drought resister. The fruit is medi¬ 
um large, of a delicious flavor and 
nearly free frof acid making it a gen¬ 
eral favorite. , 

Superb everbearing a plant of low 

* 

spreading habits, not as productive 
as the Progressive but 
larger dark red berries of excellent 
flavor from June till late fall. 

Strawberry pants are divided in¬ 
to two sexes, fale or bisexual and fe¬ 
male or pestillate. The male or bi¬ 
sexual varieties produce 
having both male and fern; 
are self pollenizing and will produce 
fruit independently of the female or 
pistillate varieties. The blossoms 
produced by the female or pestillate 
varieties, however, have only female 
organs and will not produce berries 
unless they are grown in close prox¬ 
imity to bisexuals. Therefore to en- 
ssure proper fertilization of pestillate 

varieties every fourth row should be 

* 

planted to a bisexual variety of the 
safe fruiting season as the pestillate 
variety. 

The Standard variety generally 
have a short fruiting season, and 
produce one crop a year/ Should a 
late frost come along about the time 
they are in bloom the crops for i ? 
season would be lost.. 

The everbearing varieties, how¬ 
ever, are different in this respect, 
and it is a very important difference, 
shold their first blosoms be destroy¬ 
ed by frost the plants continue to 
produlMHHHi^N^^P^Tuil continuously 
from about June to September so 
that with other conditions right it 
would not be unreasonable to expect 
a good crop of berriees in any ordin¬ 
ary season. 

The strawberry succeeds best on a 
moderately heavy, rich, thoroughly 
drained soil with 'a sunny exposure, 
and sheJteded from north and west 
Winds. 

In selecting a place in the garden, 
choose one where the snow lies deep 
in the winter, as it affords consider¬ 
able protection and moisture for the 
plants. It is better to well work the 
cannot b e done it should be performed 
as ea r r.. , y in the spring as conditions 
will permit, digging- deep and adding 
a liberal supply of well rotted man¬ 
ure thoroughly mixed and packed 
firm. With the rake break up all 
Aimps and leave the surface even and 
fine ready for setting plants. 

There are several systems of plant¬ 
ing, The matted row, single hedge 
row', and the hill system. Where fruit 
of large size and superior quality is 
desired* for private use the latter sys¬ 
tem is best. Plants ordered from dis¬ 
tant nurseries wi.’l sometimes arrive 
before conditions are suitable for 
planting, the package should be 
opened at once to prevent the. plants 
from heating or drying out.* 'They 
should be heeled in until they can be 
planted: this is done by making a 
V shaped trench about 8 inches deep, 
shake out the plants and place in a 
row in the trench, , c.’ose together, 
keeping the crowns level with the 
surface of the ground. Cover the 
roots with a light covering of soil and 
proceed to place another layer of 
plants until they are a.’l heeled in and 
wa f er thoroughly.

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Papineau Rebellion than occurred 
and the Hon. Peter McGill, then 
President of the Bank, was the 
first man to raise a volunteer 
force to defend law and order. 
The financial position of the 
United States at that time forced 
the Banks to suspend specie 
payments and in Canada the 
Banks were forced to follow 
suit. Specie payments were re¬ 
sumed in 1839. 

Through it all, however, the 
Bank continued to make steady 
progress, and in addition to the 
branches already opened, several 
were opened in Upper Canada 
among others an office was estab¬ 
lished at By town (now Ottawa), 
in 1840. Bv this Branch system 
the Bank of Montreal founded 
the bank policy of Canada, which 
has resulted in elasticity of 
circulation, regarded as the most 
attractive feature of the Can¬ 
adian bankino* system. 

When Upper and Lower Can¬ 
ada were united in 1841 the Bank 
obtained a new charter with an | 
authorised capital of £750,000. 
A period of great development 
followed and the Bank took full 
advantage of the opportunity of 
extending its operations. Even 
then the conditions were of a 
primitive character, especially in 
the way of transportation. The 
only railway in the country was a 
small line of 17 miles between 
Laprairie and St Johns Que., 
which formed part of the route 
between Montreal and New 
York. The Allan line opened its 
ocean steamship service in 1852 
and about the same time the 
Grand Trunk and Great Western 
Railways were started. These 
greatly helped general progress. 
The Bank was in a very solid 
position when the American Civil 
War came to disturb the econo¬

operations. It at once took a lead 
mg part in the financial life of the 
Dominion. Just as it helped in its 
early years to finance the build¬ 
ing of the Lachine Canal, so it 
helped later in providing the 
magnificent transportation sys¬ 
tem which has meant so much in 
opening up and developing the 
country. 

The Bank's Impregnable 
Position 

In the first year of its existence 
he Bank started building up an 
ample reserve and initiated the 
policy it has ever since rigidly 
adhered to, of keeping a large part 
of its funds liquid^ so that it 
might at all times and under 
any circumstances be in an im¬ 
pregnable position and be ready 
to meet any emergency. Today its 
reserve fund amounts to no less 
than $22,000,000 while its author¬ 
ized capital without taking into 
account that of the Merchants 
Bank, is $28,075,000 and its pro¬ 
portion of liquid assets to liabil¬ 
ities to the Public is 62 per cent. 
The Bank now has branches in 
every part of the Dominion, and 
important Branches in the United 
States, London and Paris. 

Throughout its history strong 
mercantile and industrial in¬ 
terests have been indentified with 
the affairs of the Bank, and by 
their experience and judgment 
have enabled it to exercise a 
marked influence in connection 
with the most important under¬ 
takings in the country. 

For instance, the Hon. John 
MalsoY, one of the historic pion¬ 
eers in steamboat navigation, be- 
| came a director of the Bank in 
1826, and at the same time was 
appointed its President. He was 


The Bank and the War 

As the agents of the Dominion 
Government, and as the banker of 
other banks, the Bank of Mont¬ 
real rendered notable service to 
the country during the war. By 
calling in large amounts to specie 
which it had invested abroad, 
available at short notice, it stead¬ 
ied the financial situation in Can 
ada at a time when great ap¬ 
prehension was entertained, and 
it thus contributed largely to di¬ 
aling the country to tide over the 
period of depression which sup¬ 
ervened between the outbreak of 
war and the reorganization of our 
industrial and economic life. In 
the difficult problems of finance 
which, the Government and the 
country have been faced with 
from time to time since the close 
of the war, and Bank has lent in¬ 
valuable aid. 

Not the least service which the 
Bank of Montreal has rendered 
to the country is the steadying 
influence which it exerted when 
a crisis arose in the affairs of the 
Merchants Bank, and the manner 
in which it brought its resources 
and experience to bear not only 


in preventing any losses to the 
clients of that bank but also in 
preventing anything even remote¬ 
ly resembling a dislocation in the 
business with which the Merch¬ 
ants Bank was associated. It is

During his term of 
office the Bank passed through 
three great commercial and 
financial crises, and emerged 
stronger than ever. He had been 
chairman of the first railway in 
Canada, and was a director of the 
Grand Trunk Railway Company 
as well as amember of the Legis¬ 
lative Counci lof the Province. 

Mr E. H. King,-who was man¬ 
ager of the Bank at the time of 
the American Civil War and late r 
became its president, was one of 
the most able and influential men 
of his day. 

Mr George Stephen, (the late 
Lord Mount Stephen) and Mr R. 
B. Angus are others who served 
the Bank well in executive cap- 
acity, as did also Mr Donald 
Smith (afterwards Lord Strath- 
con a) who, with the two gentle¬ 
men previously named, was a 
director of the Bank at the 
time when it was actively edenti- 
fied with the growth and expan¬ 
sion of the Canadian Northwest. 
Lord St rath con a remained the 
president until recent years, 
when his duties as High Com¬ 
missioner for Canada in London 
compelled him to relinquish the 
office in 1905. 

vSir George Drummond aridySir 
Edward Cluston were two other 
notable figures in the Bank’s re¬ 
cent history.
